Ruf admits defrauding State and 
Federal Assistance Programs 


A Brooksville woman 
admitted in federal court she 
concealed information from 
federal authorities, for sev¬ 
eral years, in order to fraudu¬ 
lently obtain state and federal 
benefits. 

Patty Jo Ruf, 42, pleaded 
guilty Thursday to one count 
of Supplemental Security In¬ 
come (SSI) fraud. 

Ruf admitted she inten¬ 
tionally concealed her true 
living arrangement from 
agents with the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration (SSA) 
in order to collect SSI and 
Medicaid benefits, on behalf 
of her children, in amounts 
greater than she was entitled 
to receive. 

According to the plea 
agreement, Ruf repeatedly 
told agents she had separated 
from her husband and was 
not sharing living expenses. 
In reality, Ruf lived with her 
husband and received finan¬ 
cial support from him. Had 
SSA agents been aware of the 
true living arrangement, the 
eligibility of Ruf’s children 
would have been greatly re¬ 
duced. The fraud spanned 
from November 1999 until 


December 2010. 

SSI is an income assis¬ 
tance program designed to 
provide financial assistance to 
elderly and disabled individ¬ 
uals who meet the program’s 
eligibility requirements. Ken¬ 
tuckians who are eligible for 
SSI also qualify for benefits 
under the Medicaid Program. 

Kerry B. Harvey, U.S. 
Attorney for the Eastern Dis¬ 
trict of Kentucky, and Guy 
P. Fallen, Special Agent in 
Charge, Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration, Office of In¬ 
spector General, jointly an¬ 
nounced the guilty plea. 

The investigation was 
conducted by the SSA, Office 
of Inspector General. Assis¬ 
tant U.S. Attorney Chris Nas- 
son represents the U.S. Attor¬ 
ney’s Office in this case. 

Sentencing for the defen¬ 
dant is scheduled for Septem¬ 
ber 19, 2013. Supplemental 
Security Income fraud carries 
a maximum of five years in 
prison. However, the court 
must consider the U.S. Sen¬ 
tencing Guidelines and the 
federal statutes before impos¬ 
ing a sentence. 


State Treasurer Hollenbach in Bracken 
County with Treasure Finders 

Seeking Rightful Owners of over $300,000 in Unclaimed Property 


Starting at 10 a.m. this 
Friday, May 10, Kentucky 
Treasurer Todd Hollenbach 
and County Judge Execu¬ 
tive Earl Bush will direct 
a group of local volunteers 
at the Bracken County 
Courthouse, 116 West Mi¬ 
ami Street, Brooksville, to 
search for the rightful own¬ 
ers of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of unclaimed prop¬ 
erty. 

Treasure Finders is a 
statewide proactive out¬ 
reach to notify potential 
claimants of cash being 
held by the Kentucky State 
Treasury. Bracken County 
has the potential to return 
$302,324.60 to residents 
from approximately 1,554 
properties now held by the 
State Treasury. 

“We roll-up our sleeves 
and work hard to locate po¬ 
tential claimants. Our goal 


is to return every dollar pos¬ 
sible,” Treasurer Hollenbach 
said. “In these tough eco¬ 
nomic times, many residents 
will welcome a call alerting 
them to an unclaimed finan¬ 
cial treasure”. 

The program works with 
local volunteers to establish a 
phone bank, review property 
listings and call residents to 
inform them of potential un¬ 
claimed property. Claimants 
will then be instructed on 
how to proceed to claim their 
property from the Treasury. 

Each year the Kentucky 
State Treasury receives mil¬ 
lions of dollars from holders 
(such as banks and insurance 
companies) who by statute 
must transfer assets of inac¬ 
tive accounts to the Treasury 
for holding. Historically, 
about 20-percent has been re¬ 
turned to owners. To increase 
the return percentage, Trea-

surer Hollenbach created the 
Treasure Finders program in 
2009 and since that time has 
returned a record $78-mil- 
lion worth of claims.

St. James Church 

and School Continued 

The new school and recto¬ 
ry were built while Rev. Ger¬ 
ald Connelley was pastor. 

The first school was or¬ 
ganized by Res. A. Redmond 
in 1877, and taught for five 
years by Miss Louise Gilm¬ 
ore (Mrs. W. O. Blackerby) of 
Maysville. At present there 
are 75 pupils attending the 
regular classes, and music and 
business courses are also be¬ 
ing taught by the Sisters of the 
Benedictine order. 

Rev. Lawrence Leinheus- 
er, the present pastor, has been 
in charge of the church and 
school for the past nine years. 
Father Leinheuser is also pas¬ 
tor of St. James Church, Mi¬ 
nerva, a mission parish. 
Brooksville Methodist 
Church - Long before a build¬ 
ing was erected services were 
held in the open air under the 
large trees in the yard of the 
Tarleton home which is now 
owned by Mrs. Amanda Case. 

The services were held 
by ministers known as circuit 
riders who came on horseback 
from Virginia to fill their ap¬ 
pointments. Among the cir¬ 
cuit riders who conducted 
services in this yard was the

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famous Dr. Taylor. For a time 
services were also held in the 
old carpenter shop which was 
located on the site now occu¬ 
pied by the home of Mrs. Eva 
Staton. 

Before the Civil War the 
congregation had secured 
enough brick and $500 toward 
the building of the church but 
with the beginning of the war 
it was decided to postpone 
building. The $500 was loaned 
to the Catholics until the 
Methodist congregation was 
ready to build their church. 
After the war was over and 
they were ready to build they 
had no bricks, for the bricks 
had been destroyed in some 
manner. This forced them to 
build a frame church. 

A day was set for the men 
to go to the woods to cut the 
timber for the church. The 
women prepared a picnic 
lunch for the workers and sent 
it to them by Judge Adamson 
who was too old to help cut the 
timber. After much earnest la¬ 
bor the church was erected in 
1866. 

The bell for the church 
was gift of Mr. Henry Ferber 
who had bought the bell from 
the owners of the old Magno¬ 
lia excursion boat which sank 
in the Ohio River. Before pre¬ 
senting the bell to the church 
Mr. Ferber had it recast.

Ambiguous 

Loss 

There are many situations where we 
experience loss ambiguously. A family 
member suffering from a brain injury or 
who is becoming progressively more 
senile certainly fits the criteria for 
ambiguous loss, because they are 
physically present but psychologically 
absent. Homesickness is also a case of 
ambiguous loss because the person 
missed can be psychologically present, 
on the phone, for instance, but be 
physically absent. Choosing to move 
away from home or to break up with a 
romantic partner are clear cases of 
ambiguous loss, which we may have 
chosen in full knowledge that we would 
experience some sadness or melancholy. 
Abductions, missing persons, and cases 
where someone is lost are particularly 
difficult forms of ambiguous loss 
because the family and friends of the 
missing person simply don’t know what 
to expect. In some cases, the ambiguity 
resolves, people regain their health or 
missing persons are found, but often the 
ambiguity remains and there may never 
be closure. Dealing with these situations 
requires the ability to live with 
ambiguity. Usually there is no easy 
answer, and the temptation to solve these 
problems only exacerbates the 
experience of ambiguous loss, because it 
holds out the prospect of closure or 
resolution when there is none.

For Women 


Nearly everyone needs read¬ 
ing glasses as he or she reaches 
middle age due to the age-relat¬ 
ed loss of the eye lens’ focusing 
ability known as “presbyopia”. 
Curiously, as a general rule, 
women seem to need reading 
glasses sooner than men, but 
not because their vision is any 
worse. In fact, studies show that 
women’s eyes have at least as 
much focusing power as men’s 
eyes, if not more. However, 
more recent research shows 
that women simply like to ei¬ 
ther hold their reading material 
closer or their arms are not as 
long as men’s arms. Either way, 
women hold books and other 
reading material closer to their 
eyes than men. As a result, they 
generally experience presbyopia 
sooner. 

Presbyopia is often confused 
with far-sightedness, but the 



two are different. Presbyopia 
is part of the natural aging 
process of the eye, and can 
be easily corrected. For more 
information or to schedule an 
appointment, call KENTUCKY 
EYE INSTITUTE at 606-759- 
7883 or 800-658-7282.

Frankfort Focus 


A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 


No matter when spring 
falls on a calendar, it doesn’t 
feel like it truly hits its stride 
until the first Saturday of 
May, when the greatest two 
minutes in sports sends an¬ 
other Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner into the history books. 

While all eyes were on 
the commonwealth this past 
weekend, the truth is that 
our single most-recognized 
tourism draw is only the start 
for those wanting something 
to do that is fun, relaxing or 
educational - or a mixture of 
all three. 

Since Saturday also 
kicked off National Travel 
and Tourism Week, now is 
a good time to take a broad 
look at all that we have to of¬ 
fer. 

To begin with, the indus¬ 
try plays a significant role in 
our economy, with travelers 
spending more than $800 bil¬ 
lion nationally. About $12 
billion of that occurs in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

In 2011, the Kentucky 
Department of Travel and 
Tourism kicked off an inno¬ 
vative campaign to highlight 
places or events that can only 
be found here. There were 31 
originally, but the department 
added eight more last fall. 

Some of the new ones 
range from the Duncan Hines 
Festival in Bowling Green 
- which celebrates a native 
Kentuckian whose name is 
now synonymous with cake 
mixes - to the world’s only 
shark ray-breeding program 
at the Newport Aquarium. 

The original list, mean¬ 
while, features such under¬ 
standable destinations as 
Mammoth Cave, which will 
mark 200 years of tours in 
2016; Abraham Lincoln’s 
birthplace; and the Kentucky 
Horse Park, which turns 35 


this year. 

Others include the 
world’s smallest church, 
which was built in Kenton 
County in 1878 by Benedic¬ 
tine monks and measures a 
tiny 54 square feet; and sev¬ 
eral national museums fea¬ 
turing quilts, the Louisville 
Slugger bat and the Corvette. 

Locally, our own Rose¬ 
mary Clooney House Mu¬ 
seum is on that list, but there 
are other sites as well that I 
think are truly one-of-a-kind, 
including our covered bridg¬ 
es and the Kentucky Gateway 
Museum Center. 

Adventure tourism and 
agritourism are other facets 
of the industry that are rela¬ 
tively new, though many of 
their activities are timeless. 
We have more than 1.5 mil¬ 
lion acres of land open to 
hunting, for example, and 
more running water than any 
state but Alaska. Comple¬ 
menting those are 50-plus 
lakes big enough for fishing 
and boating. Those include 
Lake Cumberland, which this 
summer will see water levels 
return toward normal after 
they had to be lowered nearly 
six years ago for critical dam 
repairs ultimately costing al¬ 
most $600 million. 

Our working farms that 
are open to the public, mean¬ 
while, have something to 
offer from the first planting 
through the end of the har¬ 
vest season, giving visitors, 
especially children, a chance 
to see one of Kentucky’s top 
industries up close. 

For those who want 
something quicker than hik¬ 
ing, there are major zip-line 
tours now available in Mason 
County and across the state, 
with Louisville’s holding the 
distinction of being the only

one in the world entirely un¬ 
derground. 

There are also sev¬ 
eral unique events coming 
up soon that will put Ken¬ 
tucky back in the spotlight. 
The third-annual NASCAR 
Sprint Cup race will be held 
at the Kentucky Speedway 
in late June; and Louisville’s 
Valhalla Golf Club will host 
the 96th PGA Championship 
in August 2014. The state is 
also in the middle of a four- 
year schedule of events tied 
to commemorating the 150th 
anniversary of the Civil War. 

A special day for the 
commonwealth will be Aug. 
21, 2017, when the world’s 
attention will fall on Hop¬ 
kinsville, which will be the 
best place around the globe 
to witness what will be the 
United States’ first full solar 
eclipse in more than 30 years. 
In a nod to the Kentucky Der¬ 
by, officials there are calling 
it “the most exciting two 
minutes and 40 seconds in 
astronomy.” 

With school nearly out, 
I encourage you to take a 
trip across the state and visit 
some of our one-of-a-kind 
locations, which also include 
more than 50 state parks, in¬ 
cluding our own Blue Licks 
Battlefield State Resort Park. 

It’s worth pointing out 
that we’re easy to reach 
as well for other travelers, 
since the country’s popula¬ 
tion center east of the Rocky 
Mountains is in southeastern 
Kentucky. In other words, no 
other state is closer to more 
people than we are, which is 
why we’re often called the 
nation’s heart.

Title: Into the Wild 
- Book 1

Are you looking for 
something you can’t get in 
the real world? Then you 
should read the Into the Wild . 
book 1 of the Warriors Series. 
It’s about a house cat (but in 
the book they call him a kitty 
pet) named Rusty, who wan¬ 
ders into the woods. He gets 
into a fight with a warrior cat 
named Gray Paw who has 
mistaken him for a warrior 
in another cat clan. Thun¬ 
der clan leader. Blue Star, 
watched the two cats fight 
and offers Rusty a spot in 
the clan. Rusty has to think 
about it overnight, but it is 
not a hard decision, because 


he has been having dreams 
about being in the wild and 
he thinks this is a signal that 
he should go. He tells his 
friend Smudge, the kitty pet 
next door, he’s going to the 
wild. The next day he goes 
to meet Tiger Claw, White 
Storm and Lion Heart at the 
same place where he got in 
the fight with Gray Paw.

The reason we 
liked this book so much was 
that it is interesting and you 
never know what’s going to 
happen next. It also has a lot 
of action and is set during 
medieval times. If you like 
a good fantasy story and lots 
of action you should read 
Warriors - Into the Wild. 


The Bracken County Con¬ 
servation District announces a 
unique funding opportunity 
for producers considering con¬ 
servation practices that limit 
the run-off of nutrients and 
protect water quality for their 
operations. Bracken is one of 
11 counties in Ohio, Indiana 
and Kentucky chosen to par¬ 
ticipate in testing the nation’s 
first interstate Water Quality 
Trading market. The Electric 
Power Research Institute and 
American Farmland Trust are 
leading the effort to develop 
the market in collaboration 
with power companies, feder¬ 
al and state agencies, agricul¬ 
tural organizations, academia, 
the private sector and other 
industry organizations. 

The Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources, Ohio Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency, 
Indiana State Department of 
Agriculture, Indiana Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Man¬ 
agement, Kentucky Division 
of Conservation and Kentucky 
Department of Environmental 
Protection signed the trad¬ 
ing plan for the new market 
on August 9, 2012. Now the 
Conservation Districts will 
help test that framework in 
2013-2014. In a water quality 
trading market, regulated enti¬ 
ties that discharge into rivers 
and streams like utility com¬ 
panies, municipal wastewater 
treatment plants and industries 
can invest in agricultural con¬ 
servation practices on farms 
and ranches and the resulting 
reductions in nutrient run-off 
to adjacent rivers become part 
of their permit compliance. 

For producers, participat¬ 
ing in this pilot trading market 
will be similar to participat¬ 
ing in federal or state conser¬ 
vation cost-share programs. 
Producers with successful 
applications will install and 
maintain the proposed conser¬ 
vation practice(s) using exist¬ 
ing USDANRCS standards or 
maintenance specifications; 
the producer will sign a con¬ 
tract with the District for the 
practice that renews annually 
up to five years; and a State 
Agency representative will in¬ 
spect the practice(s) annually 
to verify it is working and be¬ 
ing maintained. The program 
will pay producers roughly 75 
percent cost-share on the total 
project costs up to $10,000. 
The funding for the installa¬ 
tion of conservation practices 
comes from private sources. 


There are also some im¬ 
portant considerations: 

• Within Bracken County, 
the approximate target area, 
established by the Electric 
Power Research Institute and 
American Farmland Trust, 
includes farmland north of 
Highway 10 toward the Ohio 
River. Only conservation 
practices that would be in¬ 
stalled within this watershed 
area may be considered for 
funding. The exact location 
of proposed practices will be 
determined before proceeding 
with the application process. 

• The proposal process 
consists of a 4-page applica¬ 
tion form for the producer 
to fill out with District staff 
There is also a baseline eligi¬ 
bility confirmation that both 
the producer and District sign 
that affirms the producer has 
three years of farm practice 
history (from August 9, 2009 
forward) and will be willing 
to share that history, verbally 
or written, with the program if 
the proposal is accepted. The 
farm practice history will help 
the program verify that the 
proposed practice(s) is new to 
the farm operation. 

• Since this is a new op¬ 
portunity for producers, the 
application asks about will¬ 
ingness to participate in press 
events or other public notice 
regarding funding and consid¬ 
er helping in outreach to other 
producers. 

• As this project is par¬ 
tially funded through a USD A 
NRCS Conservation Innova¬ 
tion Grant, producers must 
meet EQIP eligibility require¬ 
ments to participate, although 
they do not have to file paper¬ 
work with their local NRCS 
office. 

The pre-approved con¬ 
servation practices include: 
cover crops; nutrient manage¬ 
ment; vegetative filter strips; 
grass waterways; livestock 
exclusion; heavy use protec¬ 
tion areas; and/or conserva¬ 
tion tillage. The program will 
consider other conservation 
practices on a case-by-case 
basis. 

Applications are available 
now at the Bracken County 
Conservation District’s of¬ 
fice at 218 Frankfort Street, 
Brooksville, KY. The applica¬ 
tion deadline is July 1, 2013.

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Trash Talk

Howdy F oiks! Wow! 
Our rain gauge read three 
and three quarters inches of 
rain when we left the house 
this Monday morning and the 
meteorologists are calling for 
more rain during the coming 
week! That much rain certainly 
will put a damper on farming 
operations, but farmers are 
accustomed to falling back on 
Plan B, and oft times Plan C 
andD! While that much rain 
in one day was not good, it did 
slow down the use of the roll¬ 
off dumpster in Powersville, 
because it was already full to 
the brim by Friday! We called 
the Maysville Landfill Office 
on Friday, but they already 
had other commitments and 
would not be able to switch 
out the roll-off until Monday. 
Stacey Florer, County Road 
Supervisor, and his crew are 
doing their best to keep the 
trash pushed down, but at some 
point the roll-offs are full and 
absolutely cannot accept any 
more trash! Please be aware 
of this and act accordingly. 
Also, please fill the dumpsters 
as evenly as possible because 
this allows optimum use of 
the container. Roll-offs will 
be at Powersville and Figgins’ 
store in Berlin this week. 

Mattresses and couches 
were retrieved from Route 
8 during the Spring Road 
Clean and instead of roadside 
dumping, the simple solution 
would have been to take the 
load to the landfill, but for 
whatever reason, the owner(s) 
of the items chose to break 
the law and disposed of the 
items improperly. We called 
Rumpke and also talked with 
one of the Rumpke drivers 
and they confirmed that they 
do accept mattresses and box 
springs, but they MUST be 
wrapped completely with 
plastic and securely taped. 
It makes no difference if 


the bedding is bug free or 
infested - ALL mattresses 
and box springs MUST be 
wrapped! We then talked 
with Bradford’s and they 
graciously agreed to save the 
plastic bags those mattresses 
and box springs are shipped 
in and will give the wrap to 
anyone who needs it. Any 
plastic will work as long 
as the item is completely 
encased and sealed with 
tape. Unfortunately, bedbugs 
are pesky little critters, like 
head lice, that are becoming 
increasingly common. No 
one wants them and most folks 
are embarrassed to admit that 
they have them, but these 
little creatures of God help 
to keep humanity humble! 
They have existed forever 
and like any pest, the battles 
to eradicate them will go on 
and on! Now that we have 
everyone’s skin crawling, we 
want folks to know that while 
bedbugs are not a laughing 
matter, they are not the end of 
the world either and it is how 
we react to the situation that 
makes things better or worse 
for others! 

During our conversation 
with Rumpke’s driver 
we asked about the large, 
extremely heavy, older TVs 
and he said the best thing for 
homeowners to do is to help 
the driver to load those items 
unto the truck. Of course, this 
may not always be possible, 
so give the company a call 
to explain your situation, 
including the size and weight 
of the item. When calling 
about bug infested couches 
and chairs, be honest with the 
representative! The Rumpke 
driver said they always 
inspect furniture for signs of 
infestation even though the 
representative has been told 
the item is bug-free. If they 
see anything, they have the 


Illegal dumping is a punishable crime 


Bracken County’s 
Spring Road Clean ended 
on April 26 and we don’t 
have all the figures tallied, 
but we did get pictures 
of the six mattresses and 
two couches that someone 
dumped on Route 8. While 
no one actually inspected 
the items, everyone in¬ 
volved with the cleanup 
were in agreement that the 
likely reason for this type 
of disposal was bedbugs. 
Folks! It is not a crime to 
have bedbugs, but throwing 
infested furniture (or any 
trash for that matter) along 
the roadway is a CRIME 
punishable by up to a $500 
fine! The State Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation had 
to take a loader and dump 
truck plus the time of four 
crew members to clean up 
two sites on west Route 8 
and we had already picked 
up a couch and pillows 
from east Route 8, so three 
sites altogether! 
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right not to pick up the item. 
Bottom line, always follow 
the rules and life will run more 
smoothly for everyone and 
that includes RECYCLING, 
REUSING and REDUCING 
to keep God’s earth clean, 
green and beautiful! Be seein’ 
you - Bin & Bug.
